O f A ll Yet R epo rted This One is Undo ubt­ 
edly the Mo st Peculia r, 
Win am ac , Ind., July 14.—Four weeks 
ago Mr. and Mrs. L. W. Katfield had 
born unto them a pair of twins, or a 
double child that presents a fieak in 
nature more peculiar than the Jonts 
babies. 
Mr. Hatfield is a hardware 
merchant of this place, and he and his 
wife are prominent members of society. 
When the children were born it was not 
supposed that they could possibly live, 
and at the special request of the mother 
the matter has been kept a profound 
secret, and only the attending physician, 
the lady help and the immediate mem­ 
bers of the family nave known anything 
about the peculiar birth until Friday 
morning. 
With the permission of Mr. Hatfield 
the attending physician, Dr. George W. 
Thompson, of this place, was seen^when 
it was found that the child is a human 
monstrosity. It is a pair of boy babies, 
whose aggregate weight at the time of, 
birth was seven pounds. 
One child is 
perfect in every respect, while the sec­ 
ond is without a head and without an 
anus.

Canoeing is one of the earliest of 
human inventions, and is undoubtedly 
of American origin. 
Up to a decade 
ago its development was not rapid, but 
since that time wonderful strides have 
been made, both in the construction of 
canoes and in the number of people who 
indulge in the sport. The increased in­ 
terest in the sport may be traced to the 
efforts of the American Canoe associa­ 
tion. 
When it was first established in 
1879, thirty-five canoes participated in 
the annual meet at Lake George. Now 
the 
association includes nearly one 
hundred clubs, divided into four divi­ 
sions, and has a membership of several 
thousand canoeists. 
There is also a 
Western Canoe association, in which 
about twenty-five clubs are represented, 
and there are many clubs whose mem­ 
bers belong to no association. 
The delights of canoeing are as varied 
as could be desired. The pastime is as 
safe as any other outdoor exercise, and 
if the canoeist is a good swimmer he 
practically runs no risk whatever. 
Al­ 
most any one can learn to use the pad­ 
dles in half an hour. An hour or two 
more will suffice to render him familiar 
with the working of the lines or foot­ 
gear, and a few days spent on the water 
in company with a canoeist will teach 
him all he needs to know of navigation. 
Then he is ready to essay his first voy­ 
age. 
PREPARATIONS FOR A CRUISE. 
In choosing a canoe, the purchaser 
will do well to consider the locality in 
which he intends to cruise. Large, stiff 
canoes are adapted to the great lakes,bays 
and harbors where portages are unneces- 
ary; but for ordinary lakes, rivers and 
bays everything bulky or weighty should 
be avoided. 
Old canoeists advise be­ 
ginners to secure for their first season a 
second hand canoe which has been tried 
and not found wanting. Such a boat 
can be readily obtained at prices varying 
from $25 to $150. 
For the latter figure, 
or less, a first rate canoe may be bought. 
Canoeing is only another term for 
roughing it. and the canoeist will, of 
course, sleep on board and cook his own 
meals. 
A tent is necessary, and a very 
nice one. fitted with a top piece, to be 
slung between the masts, and a port hole 
and side door, may be obtained for about 
$8 . £ small aJqohol sfove will do all the 
cooking r?^uired, ana two quarts of the 
fluid will last a fortnight Such kitchen 
utensils as a frying pan, a tin pail and a 
deep boiling pot will be found necessary. 
A field glass, some mosquito netting, ex­ 
tra oord, screws, nails, plenty of copper 
wire and a pair of strong plicers are also 
essentials that should not be overlooked. 
They can be had for a small outlay. A 
very handy weapon to carry on such a 
cruise is the combination shotgun and 
rifle. 
A good, light, fishing rod will 
often assist in supplying the larder. 
Some ginger and quinine should be taken 
along—not to season the fish, but to re­ 
press any stray stomach aches and colds. 
A trip can be made to cost most any­ 
thing, but on an ordinary cruise an out­ 
lay of $5 or $6 a week will provide all 
necessaries. 
SOME FAMOUS CRUISING GROUNDS. 
Some of the favorite crtiising grounds 
of canoeists are the Kennebec, Megan- 
tie, St. John and Delaware rivers; the 
stretch of lake and river from Kingston, 
Ont., to the mouth of the Richelieu 
river, a two weeks’ trip; the Mississippi 
river, from the Minnehaha river to Clin­ 
ton; the Mississippi, from St. Louis to 
the gulf of Mexico, a wonderfully pic­ 
turesque and delightful cruise; Lake 
Memphremagog and the Magog, the 
Richelieu river, the Rideau canal and 
the Oneida lakes; the Connecticut river, 
the Mohawk river and the Erie canal. 
Canoeists in this vicinity have the 
beautiful Hudson, ever changing and 
ever new, on which to indulge their 
favorite pastime. 
A pleasant day’s 
cruise is down the bay to Sandy Hook, 
hugging the Staten Island and New Jer­ 
sey shores. 
“Rob Roy” » McGregor's 1,000 mile 
cruise in European waters, made many 
years ago, still stands as one of the most 
remarkable canoe tripe ever made. 
He 
started from London, and, when near 
the month of the Thames, landed and 
sent his boat to Namur, where he again 
launched her in the Sambre. He en­ 
tered the Meuse and dropped down past 
Liege and M&rstricht, in Holland, to 
Cologne. 
At the latter d ty he shipped 
the canoe to Aschaffenlong and sailed to 
Frankfort-on-the-Main. 
He traversed the Danube as far as 
Ulm and then returned, came npon 
Lake Constanz on the north side, and 
entered the Rhine where the river is 
very narrow. 
From Lake Constanz he 
went to Lake Zurich, Lake Lucerne and 
the River Renss, and again sought the 
Rhine, passing through Basle and draw­ 
ing up at Mulhouse, in France. He next 
proceeded to Paris by the Moselle, the 
Menrthe, the Marne and the Seine. 
An equally notable trip was that made 
by the Italian canoeists, Barrucci and 
Ferrari. They sailed from Roma for 
Paris on July 20, and reached their 
destination on Oct. 18 . 
On the way 
they stopped at Livorno, Genova, Nice 
and other less important places on the 
Italian coast, and arrived at Marseilles, 
where they entered the Rhone. 
The 
river had too strong a current for their 
frail craft and they took the canal to 
Arles, where they again launched the 
canoe. They proceeded to Paris via the 
Saone, the Loire and the Seine.—New 
York Mail and Express.

EXCURSION STEAMER OVERTURNED. 


Scores o f L iv es Lost by a Storm on Lake 
P ep in , M innesota. 
S t. P a u l , Miss., July 1 6. —Abo ut sun­ 
set Sunday evening a to rnado struck the 
excursio n steamer Sea Wing, o n Lake 
Pepin, Minn., while o n her way back 
fro m the state militia encampment at 
Lake City to Red Wing. 
On the bo at were 250 passengers, 
mo stly fro m Red Wing, who had spent 
the day at the en campment. The bo at 
was turned bo tto m upward and abo ut 
twenty -five o f the o utcast flo aters fo und 
refuge o n her upturned hull. 
In this 
shape the bo at was driven by the wind 
and waves back to ward Lake City . 
When near the sho re the steamer was 
turned o ver again o nto her ride, and 
so me of tho se who were clinging to her 
hull were dro wned.

twenty escaped to sho re. 
There is to me indignatio n against 
Capt. Ho ward, o f the steamer Ethel 
Ho ward, because he refused to go o ut in 
his steamer to the rescue o f the dro wn­ 
ing passengers o f the Sea King. 
Seventy -Five Bo dies R« c« 
Up to 10 a. m. Mo nday s seventy -five 
bo dies had been reco vered. 
Summer Camp Demo lished. 
A cy clo nic sectio n o f the same sto iin. 
earlier in the evening, struck a summer 
camp o n the sho re o f Lake Gervai» . 
wrecked two co ttages, killing fiv*» peo ­ 
ple and iniuring twenty mo r« . 
It then 
picked up fro m the sandy sho re, where 
they had thro wn themselves fo r safety , 
a mo ther and her fo ur children, and 
dro wned 1hem all in the lake.

PEPIN DISASTER. 


aiiejudgruent o f th e Sea W in g’s C aptain. 
T he W ork o f R escue. 
Lake City , Minn., July 
15.—Sur­ 
ro unded by beautiful bluffs and pleasant 
farming lands Lake Pepin’s unruffled 
surface Mo nday gave little evidence o f 
the fierce struggle with the elements 
and o f the death-dealing fury o f sto rm 
that raged o ff this peaceful little city 
Mo nday night. 
The lo ss o f life is pro ba­ 
bly greater than any o ther single calam­ 
ity that has ever visited any part o f the 
no rthwest. St. Clo ud’s cy clo ne o f a few 
y ears ago was disastro us in the extreme, 
but it is no thing beside this. 
The list 
o f dead may exceed 1 00. 
H ow th e W reck O ccurred. 
The excursio n steamer Sea Wing, o f 
Diamo nd Bluff, had carried a party o f 
200 o r mo re excursio nists fro m Red 
Wing to the camp o f the First regiment, 
Minneso ta Natio nal Guards, which was 
just belo w the city . 
When the day was 
co ming to a clo se, Capt. Wetheren pre­ 
pared to return his bo at lo ad to their 
ho mes. Many amo ng them feared an 
appro aching sto rm and asked that he 
po stpo ne his departure until after the 
sto rm had blo wn o ver. 
Thinking the 
sto rm wo uld no t pro ve serio us he wo uld 
no t co nsent, but at abo ut 8 o 'clo ck 
started o ff up the lake to wards Red 
Wing. Nearly all o f the 200 passengers 
were o n bo ard. 
The wind was beco m­ 
ing a gale, into the teeth o f which the 
Sea Wing tried to make her way , but 
the gale was to o stro ng fo r her. 
A po int o f land runs o ut fro m the 
Minneso ta sho re just o ver this place, 
acro ss fro m which is an island kno wn as 
Maiden Ro ck. 
To pass aro und this 
po int it was necessary fo r the steamer 
to turn slightly to ward the Wisco nsin 
sho re, and immediately the hurricane 
had seized ho ld o f the already strug­ 
gling and cracking vessel, and twisted 
her o ut o f the co ntro l o f her engines and 
crew. 
An attempt to beach her failed, 
and o ver she went with her great lo ad 
o f passengers. The barge Jim Grant, 
which was in to w, and o n which abo ut 
o ne-fo urth 
o f 
the excursio nists had 
cro wded, was also seized, her awning 
being crushed in and the passengers 
thro wn into the water. 
This happened just belo w the po int, 
and as the helpless hulk drifted befo re 
the gale the steamer righted herself fo r 
a mo ment, but in ano ther mo ment, 
again keeled o ver and so badly to rn by 
the .sto rm that she co uld but lie helpless 
and let the waves wash o ver her. The 
barge had bro ken lo o se fro m the steam­ 
er and drifted do wn o ppo site to the 
to wn, and tho se still o n bo ard—abo ut 
twenty in number— were rescued. 
The 
steamer drifted in back o f the po int, 
and sank with mo st o f tho se o n bo ard. 
B rav e R escuers. 
Many were saved, ho wever, and the 
hero ism o f a few canno t be slighty 
praised. Co rpo ral B. L. Perry , o f St. 
Paul, co mpelled the spectato rs to assist 
him, and saved the lives o f eighteen o f 
tho se who were still clinging to the 
wreck. 
He went o ut o n the lake when 
the sto rm was at its height, and seemed 
to kno w no fear. Others there were 
like him, and o ver sixty were rescued 
fro m what seemed certain death. Small 
bo ats cruised aro und fo r several ho urs 
and picked up so me three sco re o f strug­ 
gling but still living victims o f the 
sto rm. 
As so o n as wo rd reached the camp 
vo lunteers were called fo r, and every 
o ne vo lunteered to assist in rescuing the 
living o r searching fo r the dead. 
Adjt. 
Gen. Mullen immediately to o k charge 
o f the regiment and the search was be­ 
gun and carried o n. 
Bo dy after bo dy 
o f men, wo men and children—in so me 
cases almo st o f who le families—were 
taken fro m the water, so me o f them 
alive; o thers unco nscio us, but no t dead, 
and y et o thers fro m which the breath o f 
life had fo rever fled. 
An invaluable aid in the wo rk, bo th 
o f resensitating and lay ing o ut the (lead, 
was rendered by the excellent ambulance 
co rps, which had been but recently 
o rganized. Sad experiences are many , 
but remarkable escapes are no t lacking. 
G ood W ork o f th e M ilitia. 
The fact that the militia were within 
easy call undo ubtedly resulted in the 
saving o f many lives, but the willing­ 
ness o f the citizen so ldiery to wo rk, 
their excellent o rganizatio n, and go o d 
management o f Gen. Mullen and Sur­ 
geo ns Fitzgerald, Clarke and Kain, were 
no table and co mmendable. When mo rn­ 
ing came the weary all-night wo rkers 
were replaced by relief fro m their co m­ 
rades, and the wo rk went o n success­ 
fully and smo o thly . 
The barge lay 
quietly o n the water, just abcve to wn, 
and to ppled o ver o n the po rt side, the 
steamer had drifted against her to w, 
and to gether they lay , the shattered re­ 
minders o f the sto rm’s po wer and man’s 
weakness.

The lake sho re was made to reverba­ 
ft te Tuesday mo rning with the thunder 
of dy namite, which was bro ught into 
requisitio n in the ho pe that it wo uld be

GUNPOWDER. 


A Frenchm an's “ L iquid Gm ” T hat H® 
T hinks W ill R ev o lu tio n ise W arfare. 
P aris , July 10.—M. Paul Giffo rd, a 
French scientist, has disco vered a new 
pro pulsive fo rce which may revo lutio n­ 
ize the art o f war. 
It is a co ndensed 
liquified gas which he calls ‘‘La No u- 
velle Balistique,” o r liquefied gas. 
Three hundred dro ps o f this co m­ 
po und are co ntained in a small steel re­ 
ceptacle under the rifle barrel and each 
time the trigger is pulled o ne dro p falls 
into the breech behind the bullet.

Under th e p rov isions of th e law all th e 
Indiana office-h olders in Wash ington 
mu st come h ome to register. 
As th e election will occu r Nov . 4, th e 
matter sh ou ld not be mu ch longer de­ 
lay ed.

Th e first election in th is State u nder 
th e new law was a sp ecial one for cou n- 
cilmen, in Vincennes, arising ou t of a 
contest from th e May election. 
It is 
th u s described: 
Th e Board of Election Commissioners 
h ad th e ballots p rinted, and not one 
was seen u ntil h anded ont by th e Board 
in th e election-room to th e v oters. Th e 
booth s were so arranged th at th e v oter 
cou ld not be seen as h e entered, and h e 
was entirely obscu red by th e stru ctu re 
from th e ou tside world. 
Considerable 
confu sion was 
manifested, and 
th e 
Board p olitely instru cted nearly ev ery 
man wh o entered th e election-room to 
v ote. Th e p olls were th e scene of great 
cu riosity , and all day long a crowd of 
v isitors th ronged abou t th em. 
Th e general imp ression is th at th e new 
law, wh ile a good deal of a my stery , is 
an ex cellent th ing. 
No v eh icles were 
h au ling th e v oters abou t, th ere was no 
bu tton-h oling v oters, no op en and braz­ 
en bu y ers. 
In fact, it seemed as if th e 
p olitician h ad lost bis occu p ation, and all 
th e candidates cou ld do was to stand at 
th e gate and smile p leasantly as th e 
v oter p assed into th e room ou t sigh t.

3. If, h av ing been a resident of In­ 
diana, h e h as gone into anoth er State or 
sov ereignty with th e intention of v oting 
th ere. 
4. If h e h as not been a bona fide resi 
dent of th e cou nty in wh ich h e resides 
for at least six month s before th e elec­ 
tion. 
Th e first th ree sp ecifications are in­ 
definite as to time, bu t p resu mably mean 
th at th e v oter mu st register if h e h as so 


In th e cou rse of a discu ssion wh ich 
arose in th e Hou se of Rep resentativ es, 
th e oth er day , Mr. Grosv enor, of Oh io, 
su mmarized th e cou rse and p u rp oses of 
th e Demociats in a few words wh ich it 
v ril b> both u sefu l and instru ctiv e for 
th e p eop le generally to read. Mr. Gros­ 
v enor said : 
Th e Democratic p arty h as obstru cted 
legislation to th e ex tent of more th an 
one-qu arter of th e time of th is Congress. 
One-th ird of th e time of CoDgress h as 
been occu p ied by Democratic obstru c­ 
tion, and th e cou ntry u nderstands it. 
Continu ing, Mr. Grosv enor ex tolled th e 
p resent oode of ru les, declaring th at it 
marked th e p rogress of th e cou ntry and 
th e increase of p arliamentary intelli­ 
gence.

Ratio nal Architecture. 
Th e v ery art element of arch itectu re 
h as been, th e cau se of its degradation. 
From th e most u sefu l of arts it h as be­ 
come mostly ornamental. 
From mean­ 
ing and ex p ressing th e ntility of an edi­ 
fice it h as come to refer to its ap p ear­ 
ance only . Peop le h av e forgotten th at 
it arose from th e necessity of man for 
sh elter, and v iew it as a p rodu ct of 
th e stu dy or of th e stu dio in wh ich 
beau ty and aesth etic effects are th e only 
ends sou gh t, wh ile u tility , conv enience, 
ex p ression of intention, h av e all become 
secondary considerations. Noth ing cou ld 
be more erroneou s, noth ing more fatal 
to th e p rodu ction of sou nd arch itectu re. 
Arch itectu re is not th e p rodu ct of th e 
imagination, bu t th e resu lt of ex p erience 
and foresigh t. Th e p ainter in h is stu dio, 
or th e scu lp tor in h is, h as noth ing to dic­ 
tate to h is th ou gh ts or force th em into 
certain ch annels. His fancy is free, and 
h e allows it to carry h im wh ere it will. 
Th e arch itect, on th e oth er h and, is lim­ 
ited by innu merable requ irements and 
difficu lties, all of wh ich are real and 
p h y sical, and all of wh ich mu st be ov er­ 
come before h is work can be a su ccess. 
His creations are not intended for th e 
decoration of a gallery or to be p reserv ed 
u nder glass, bu t th ey mu st stand th e 
test of time and of climate, mu st bear a 
relation to th e manners and cu stoms of 
th e day .—Barr Ferree in Pop u lar Science

Fo reig n Po stag e Stamps. 
“Are not p ostage stamp s forged to a 
great ex tent?” 
“Th ere is not mu ch of th at sort of 
bu siness done in th is cou ntry now. 
A 
few y ears ago th ere was a big dealer in 
New York wh o p rosecu ted a frau du lent 
trade on a large scale. 
He adv ertised 
enormou sly and sold millions of forged 
stamp s, ev en going so far on one occasion 
as to inv ent a certain foreign stamp in 
order th at it migh t be sold as a great 
rarity . 
Bu t th e law against obtaining 
money on false p retenses is ap p licable to 
th at sort of swindling and v ery little of 
it goes on at p resent. 
“It is scarcely p ossible to deceiv e a 
collector of ex p erience with a forged 
stamp . Th e first th ing h e ex amines is 
th e engrav ing. 
If th at bears scru tiny , 
h e insp ects th e p ap er, th en h e looks at 
th e p ost cancellation, and finally at th e 
gu m on th e back. 
If no fau lt is fou nd 
with any of th ese p articu lars, th e stamp 
is su rely good. 
Th e qu estion as to 
wh eth er th e p ap er is wov e or laid and 
h ow water marked is incidentally ob­ 
serv ed in connection with th e record as 
to date of issu e.”—Wash ington Star. 


Do A th letics Pay ?

A common sigh t in Tex as is th e p rai­ 
rie sch ooner bou nd west. 
Th e p rairie 
sch ooner of today is a little more y ach t­ 
like in its bu ild th an th e ty p ical wagon 
in wh ich th e earlier emigrants nav igat­ 
ed th e west. 
Th e modem manu fact­ 
u rer wh o tu rns th em ou t by th e th ou ­ 
sand makes th e lines a little finer, and 
wh ile th ey may not sail any closer to 
th e wind or any faster th an th e old 
time sch ooners did th ey look trimmer 
and more in keep ing with th e times. In a 
growing state like Tex as dealers in farm 
imp lements keep wagons on h and ju st 
as th ey do p lows, and it is not u nu su al 
to see p acked alongside a store in a 
small town wh ere th ere is p lenty of 
room ou tdoors forty or fifty wagons, 
comp rising h alf a dozen different sty les, 
each as well known to wagon bu y ers 
by th e brand of its maker as sewing 
mach ines are known by th eir names. 
Prairie sch ooners u nder sail in Tex as 
are seen sometimes singly and some­ 
times in small fleets, sh owing th at fou r 
or fiv e families in a neigh borh ood h ad 
come to th e same conclu sion at th e 
same time and h ad decided to mov e in 
comp any . 
In su ch a climate th ere is 
no great discomfort in th is kind of mov ­ 
ing in dry weath er. 
Of cou rse stores 
and cooking u tensils are taken along, 
and th e camp at nigh t is made if p os­ 
sible on ru nning water, and ru nning 
water is at all times a refresh ing inci­ 
dent of th e trav el to th e h orses. 
You may see a fleet of p erh ap s fou r 
sch ooners in p rocession, with men, wo­ 
men, ch ildren and dogs alongside or be­ 
h ind th e wagons. 
On th e march , wh en 
a stream is ap p roach ed, th e men, wo­ 
men and ch ildren clamber into th e 
wagons. 
You 
see 
th e 
h orses of 
th e leading sch ooner wh en th e cool 
water wasnes th eir feet bend th eir 
h eads and drink deep . 
Th en th ey tu g 
th e sch ooner u p th e op p osite bank and 
mov e on. 
Each following team does 
th e same and closes u p again on its 
leader. 
Some of th ese sch ooners carry th e 
h ou seh old effects of immigrants from 
oth er states mov ing into Tex as. 
More 
of th em carry th e goods of farmers 
wh o are mov ing from th e more th ickly 
settled p arts of Tex as into th e western 
and north western p arts of th e state, 
wh ere th ey can get more acres for th eir 
money . 
Still, in keep ing with th e gen­ 
eral adv ance of modern comforts, many 
of th ese ou tfits carry small tents. 
Th e 
tent will serv e as a dwelling p lace u ntil 
th e h ou se is bu ilt at th e new h ome, 
and if th e family is large it adds to th e 
comfort en rou te.—Pliiladelp h ia Tele­ 
grap h .

I h av e fou nd th at if I stay in Amer 
ica I get no rest. 
If I went to Sara­

In Memory of J ames W. Hall. 


His Big Grav estone Stalled 23 Horses. 
Three y ears ago Henry Eberle, of 
Frankiord, died, and the w ill which he 
left behind him created considerable 
stir at the time. 
It p rov ided that the 
entire estate of some $16 ,000 should be 
ex p ended in p lacing ov er his grav e and 
that of his wife already dead a stone 
which should be four feet thick, cov ­ 
ering the entire surface of his burial lot 
in Cedar Hill cemetery . 
Deceased had 
no children, and his will cut off all rel­ 
ativ es and left no legacies whatev er. 
The strange direction was much talk ­ 
ed of at the time of his death, but was 
gradually lost sight of by the p ublic 
until on Friday it was rev iv ed by the 
arriv al at Bridesburg station of a gran­ 
ite stone which was wider than the car 
on which it was transp orted. 
This 
stone is said to be the largest ev er used 
in this city for any p urp ose. 
It is 17 
feet long by 11 feet wide, 2 1-4 feet 
thick and weighs thirty tons. 
It was quarried and dressed in Ver­ 
mont, and brought to Philadelp hia on 
a v essel from which it was taken by a 
sp ecial car and locomotiv e to Brides­ 
burg station. 
On the top of this stone, 
in order to comp ly with the directions 
in the will, another stone of equal 
thickness, but three inches less in 
width, will be p laced, the whole mass 
aggregating nearly six ty tons. 
The 
other stone is now being p rep ared at 
the quarries. The contract for the two 
stones p laced in p osition is $10,000. 
The work of transp lanting this huge 
block of granite by land carriage from 
Bridesburg station to Cedar Hill ceme­ 
tery , one mile distant, was begun y es­ 
terday . 
A four wheeled truck, weigh 
ing many tons, known as a “catama 
ran,” drawn by twenty -fiv e horses, was 
used. 
Ev ery thing went well until the 
Bristol turnp ike was reached and the 
steep rocky hill was to be climbed. The 
twenty -fiv e horses gav e up ex hausted. 
Tackle was rigged to the wagon and 
p assed around the trees, and in this 
way at last the top of the hill wras 
reached.—Philadelp hia Record.

Co lo rado Letter. 
■ 
C o l o r a d o S p r i n g s, J u ly 9, 1 8 90. 
To the Editor of t h e R e p u b l i c a n : 
To-day I will try to g ive some account 
of Maniton, the famed city of healing 
waters. 
Long before the foot of the 
brave chevaliers of France had trod this 
rock-bound valley , it was the resort of 
the wild Indians of the mountains and 
the p lains, who came to drink its sp ark­ 
ling waters and be healed. 
That it had 
valuable p rop erties can scarcely be 
doubted, as it had a rep utation among 
the red men from time immemorial a« 
the g reat Sanitarium, and the bubbling 
sp ring s of iron and of soda were recog ­ 
nized as the beneficent g ifts of Manitou, 
the Great Sp irit, to his children. 
This 
name is, very p rop erty , still retained, as 
these cry stal fountains still g ush from 
the rocks and their waters are drunk by 
unnumbered thousands, who annually 
visit this p leasant vale to renov ate their 
broken health, rest their wearied minds, 
and renew their lost v itality , by inhaling 
the p ure air, and by daily contemp lating 
the g randly beautiful p anorama of moun­ 
tain scenery . 
Manitou is situated in a winding , 
boulder-encumbered 
valley , 
throug h 
which Fountain Creek rushes headlong 
and noisy . 
This is the Fountain qui 
Bouille of the Frenchman of two hun­ 
dred y earp ag o. 
It is shut in by rug g ed 
mountains on the south and north, with 
their rocky canons shaded by everg reens. 
At the west ex tremity of the vale rises 
Pike’s Peak in all its g randeur and soli­ 
tude. 
So that on every side, ex cep t on 
the east at the outlet of the valley , it is 
sheltered by the eternal Rockies. 
The 
famous Ute Pass is its outlet on the 
northwest. 
It occup ies every available 
sp ace in the canon, from the foot of Pike’s 
Peak for more than a mile along the 
stream, eastward. 
From here it is five 
miles to Colorado Sp ring s. 
The rocky 
p romontories, the contracted sp ace, and 
the dashing , crooked stream, p rev ent any 
order in the lay ing out of streets. 
In 
fact, I never saw a towu built where 
there were so many natural obstacles to 
be overcome as there were here, or whose 
p luck, p erseverance and money had so 
comp letely triump hed. 
Here we see 
many mag nificent residences, p erched 
hig h up on the mountain side or at its 
base; some in the shaded dep ths of the 
v alley ; other less p retentious dwelling s 
set in terraces one above another, where- 
ever it was p ossible to do so. 
It has an 
abundance of well-equip p ed, first-class 
hotels, where the most fastidious can be 
suited. 
It has p lenty of livery stables 
to accommodate its visitors. It has about 
1,500 p eop le without including the im­ 
mense floating p op ulation. 
One element 
of its rurul beauty is the lux uriant 
g rowth of tiees and bushes on the banks 
of the stream and among the hug e boul­ 
ders and rocks that p ile the mountain’s 
base. 
From the very first these have 
been p reserved with the most relig ious 
care; not one is cut unless to make way 
for a house or street, and all along the 
brawling and winding stream shaded 
walks are seen, communicating with 
numerous small but beautiful p arks, 
p rov ided with 6eats for the weary or 
sick. 
Here we have wild and romantic 
Bcenery in the midst of the noise and 
bustle of the town. 
Perhap s I had better say something 
about the g ranite boulders obstructing 
the stream, scattered throug h the valley 
or p rojecting from the steep hillsides. 
They are not irreg ular frag ments, brok­ 
en from the mountain’s top by the 
lig htning ’s flash or some other terrific 
force of nature; but are more or less 
reg ular and sp herical in form, ap p arent­ 
ly utterly defy ing all elemental force*, 
and rang ing from five to twenty -five feet 
in diameter. 
But to return to the benefits, the at­ 
tractions and beauties of Manitou. There 
are more than a dozen of these medicinal 
sp ring s. 
The effervescent soda sp ring s 
are the first met with in coming from 
Colorado Sp ring s. 
There are several, 
but the most p op ular and best known 
are the Manitou, the Navajo and the 
Shoshone. 
They are actively efferves­ 
cent, being so charg ed with an ex cess of 
carbonic acid g as, that the addition of a 
little sug ar and lemon juice makes the 
best lemonade I have ever drank. 
The 
water is so cold as it bursts from the 
rocks that it needs no ice to make it 
most deliciously refreshing . 
A mile 
farther on y ou come to an entirely diff­ 
erent class of waters. 
They are the iron. 
The best-known are the Ute iron, and 
the Little Chief. 
These are an ag ree­ 
able eolation of the carbonate of iron, 
with such an ex cess of carbonic acid 
that it is continually escap ing in the form 
of g as, p roducing a constant efferves­ 
cence, and with the addition of the same 
ing redients making a lemonade equally 
as g rateful as the soda water. 
These 
waters are p leasant to the taste, cool and 
refreshing , indep endent of their medi­ 
cinal p rop erties. 
Thousands on thou­ 
sands daily quaff cop ious drafts from 
these famous fountains of Qy g eia. 
Of ocurse these waters hav e some 
p ositive curativ e p owers in various dis­ 
eases, and the p rairie, the cheerful sur­ 
rounding s, the p erhap s daily driv es amid 
some of the g randest and moat lovely of 
scenery , do the rest. 
But it must be re­ 
membered that it is not the sick p ilg rim 
alone that seeks the waters of the Mani­ 
tou. 
A still larg er number seek it for 
p leasure and enjoy ment, coming here to 
p ass the heated summer months in the 
bracing breezes of the hig h altitudes of 
the Rockies, and at the same time rev el 
in all the g ay ities of fashionable life. 
For here the thousands from our own 
and foreig n oountries, who have p lenty 
of time and p lenty of money , have amp le 
op p ortunities for social enjoy ment ac­ 
cording to their taste. It has two rail­ 
roads 
connecting 
it with Colorado 
Sp ring s, and thereby with the whole 
world, 
These are the Colorado Midland 
and the Colorado Sp ring s & Manitou. 
There is no hour of the day in which y ou 
cannot g o or return. 
There are several stores with mag nifi­ 
cent collections of every mineral sp eci­ 
men found in the most p rolific of moun­ 
tainous reg ions, and also from every 
State in the Union. 
I had nev er before 
seen any thing to comp are with these in 
richness, beauty and variety , in all the 
cabinets I had heretofore visited. 
Yes­ 
terday I was at the Ute Iron Sp ring e 
Museum. 
This is simp ly a store, free 
for all to view or buy the curiosities they 
contain. 
They had just sold to a Kan­ 
sas City man a oase for $600. 
There is 
one case, p erhap s 18 feet long and 8 
hig h, the p rice of which is $10,000, and 


the most scientific judg es of minerals 
think the p rice not ex cessive. 
This will 
g ive y ou some idea of the richness and 
value of these collections, 
It is not alone 
in the p ure and mix ed ores of so many 
valuable metals, but this reg ion is rich 
in a g reat v ariety of p recious stones. 
These are shown in the crude state, with 
the ex cep tion of one side being p olished 
to show their beauty and brilliancy to 
the admiring observ er ; and they are also 
there in their finished state, after having 
p assed throug h the skilled hands of the 
lap idary , and ready for the g oldsmith to 
set in ring , brooch, or any thing desired 
by the visitor, as a memento of Colorado. 
Numbers of these beauties are already 
set in every conceivable form of orna­ 
mental jewelry , ready for the p urchas­ 
ers. 
In addition to the interesting sp eci­ 
mens of mineral wealth and g ems, the 
skins of all the Colorado wild animals, 
dressed and p rep ared in the most skill­ 
ful manner, so as to show the fur to the 
best adv antag e, are seen on every side, 
to temp t the strang er. 
We see the skins 
of the Grisley , the Silv er-tip p ed and the 
Black bear; the larg e woods wolf; the 
p rairie wolf or coy ote ; fox es, wildcats, 
the terrible mountain lion, and number­ 
less others. 
The larg er ones, as rug s, 
ornament the houses of the rich, the 
smaller ones, joined, make most eleg ant 
lap robes or sofa covers. 
Another of the carious and unique 
sig hts of Manitou is the burro or donkey 
brig ade. 
Ev ery morning from twenty 
to twenty -five of these loug -eared, shag - 
g y -coated and 
p atient 
animals 
are 
broug ht to a certain well-known stand, 
ready saddled and bridled, and are soon 
mounted by shouting boy s and merry 
g irls, with whip in hand, all intent on 
their ride and the adv entures of the day . 
Many of these are small and unskilled, 
but the docility of their steeds are so 
g reat that an accident is unheard of. 
The ascent of Pike’s Peak is one of the 
ex p loits thoug ht indisp ensable to the 
majority of v isitors, and should not be 
omitted on any account. 
I have not y et, 
bat intend soon, to ascend this lofty 
p eak and carefully view the country over. 
I shall endeavor to select a day when 
neither storm nor cloud will intercep t 
my vision, so that I can describe to my 
Rush oonnty friends what can be seen 
from this standp oint above the clouds. 
I had almost forg otten to mention 
that Manitou has the most eleg ant and 
beautiful little dep ot it has ever been 
my g ood fortune to see. 
The Colorado 
Sp ring s & Monitor. Railroad is a branch 
of the Denver & Rio Grande, and it is 
that road which deserv es the credit of 
hav ing erected this architectural g em 
of a dep ot. 
It is built of the white lava 
rock, with tasteful column and p orticoes. 
Up these, and on the side walls over the 
windows, are carefully trained floweriug 
vines of g reat lux uriance. 
Beds 
of 
brig ht and rare flowers surround the 
wall*, and bey ond the walk is a well- 
dip t lawn, and ag ain other flower beds. 
On the north are two p arks, ody sep ar­ 
ated by a walk leading to the street, on 
that side of the dep ot, p lanted with 
ornamental trees aD<l shrubs, and with a 
well kep t lawn. 
In the eastern p ark 
the letters “ D. & R G 
R. R .,” and in 
the 
other the word “ Manitou,” are 
artistically formed of rich and variously 
colored foliag e p lants. The effect is 
very fine. 
Daily irrig ation keep s ev ery ­ 
thing brig ht and healthy . 
This shows 
that railroad corp orations, if they have 
no souls, at least can ap p reciate the 
beautiful in nature and the natural fit­ 
ness of thing s. 
Just here I would re­ 
mark that the dep ots in 
Colorado 
Sp ring s are all tasteful structures of 
handsomely -cut stone. 
I must now g iv e a brief account of 
Colorado City , once the cap ital of the 
territory . 
It is about half-way between 
Colorado Sp ring s and Manitou. 
The 
g ov ernment building is now occup ied 
as a wholesale liquor and tobacco store. 
It g reatly ante-dates its flourishing sis­ 
ter on the east, and its g ay sister on the 
west. It owes its orig in to tne wild ex ­ 
citement of 18 57 and 18 58 , which sent 
thousands of g old-seekers to Pike’s 
Peak. 
Who of our elderly citizens 
does not remember the rush of daring 
adv enturers to the sup p osed g old fields; 
and who has not seen emblazoned on 
the wag on-covers the defiant declaration, 
that it is “ Pike’s Peak, or Bust ?” Just 
think of the hardship s, the labour and 
ex p osure incident to such a journey 
from Indiana, and y on can form some 
concep tion of the dauntless American 
sp irit that animated these men. 
They 
stop p ed here, four miles from the base 
of the long -looked-for embodiment of 
their 
hop es. 
They built their 
log 
cabins, laid out aad named the city , and 
p rosp ected amid this outer rang e of the 
Rockies. 
At Cry stal Park, at the base 
of Cameron’s Cone, they sunk five or 
six shafts, which are still there to testify 
to their unp rofitable labor. 
The crop ­ 
p ing out of the cry stalized quartz at 
this p oint led the old miners to ex p ect 
lower down to strike g old and silvcr- 
beariog quartz; but disap ointment was 
tkeir only reward. 
These shafts are 
from thirty to six ty feet in dep th. Num­ 
erous others are found throug h the 
mountains. 
This p oint was the dep ot 
for their sup p lies, for their mining 
camp s, amid the fastnesses of the g reat 
mountains, after they had succeeded in 
striking the rich mines of the north and 
west. 
It was of some imp ortance until 
the cap ital was removed to Denv er, and 
Colorado Sp ring s utterly eclip sed her in 
wealth, enterp rise and ev ery thing else 
that g ives p rosp erity to a city . 
Colorado 
Sp ring s, as I have before mentioned, is 
a Heaven-blessed city of temp erance, 
while Colorado City is the home of 
saloons, with all their attendant evils. 
For y ears she lang uished under the 
p ressure of this incubus, but of late is 
reviving . 
Larg e railroad shop 9 , g lass 
works, and other industries have g iven 
a new imp etus to its g rowth. 
It num ­ 
bers about 2,000 as its p op ulation. 
Its 
future is some brig hter than it has been 
for the last twenty y ears. 
It is build­ 
ing up eastward, while West Colorado 
Sp ring is stretching westward, and it 
will not be long ere the two join. 
In ­ 
deed, I think it is simp ly a question of 
time, when the cities just named, and 
Maniton, will constitute one continuous 
city .

W aseca, Minn., July 13.— The Rev. 
Dr. Talmage, who lectured here yester­ 
day, preached to an enormous outdoor 
gathering here today. H^s subject was, 
* ‘Meeting Our Friends in Heaven. ” The 
eminent clergyman took for his text II 
Samuel xii, 2 3: “I shall go to him.” 
His sermon was as follows : 
There is a very sick child in the abode 
of David the king. 
Disease, which 
stalks up the dark lane of the poor and 
puts its smothering hand on lip and 
nostril of the wan and wasted, also 
mounts the palace stairs, and bending 
over the pillow blows into the face of a 
young prince the frosts of pain and 
death. 
Tears are wine to the King of 
Terrors. Alas for David the king! He 
can neither sleep nor eat, and lies pros­ 
trate on his face, weeping and wailing 
until the palace rings with the outcry 
of woe. 
What are courtly attendants or vic­ 
torious armies or conquered provinces 
under such circumstances? What to 
any parent is all splendid surrounding 
when his child is sick? Seven days 
have passed on. 
There in that great 
house two eyelids are gently closed, two 
little hands folded, two little feet quiet, 
one heart still. 
The servants come to 
bear the tidings to the king, but they 
cannot make up their minds to tell 
him, and they stand at the door whis­ 
pering about the matter, and David 
hears them and he looks up and says to 
them: “ Is the child dead?” “Yes, he is 
dead.” David rouses himself up, washes 
himself, puts on new apparel, and sits 
down to food. 
What power hushed 
that tempest? What strength was it 
that lifted up that king whom grief had 
dethroned? Oh, it was the thought 
that he would come again into the pos­ 
session of that darling child. 
No grave 
digger’s spade could hide him. 
The 
wintry blasts of death could not put 
out the bright light. 
There would be 
a forge somewhere that with silver 
hammer would weld the broken links. 
In the city where the hoofs of the pale 
horse never strike the pavement he 
would clasp his lost treasure. 
He 
wipes away the tears from liis eyes, 
and he clears the choking grief from 
his throat and exclaims: “ I shall go to 
him.” 
WILL WE MEET AGAIN? 
Was David right or wrong? If we 
part on earth will we meet again in the 
next world? 
‘“Well, ” says someone, 
“that seems to be an impossibility. 
Heaven is so large a place we never 
could find our kindred there.” 
Going 
into some city, without having ap­ 
pointed a time and place for meeting, 
you might wander around for week? 
and for months, and perhaps for years, 
and never see each other; and heaven 
is vaster than all earthly cities to­ 
gether, and how are you going to find 
your departed friend in that country? 
It is so vast a realm. 
Jolm went up 
on one mountain of inspiration, and he 
looked oil upon the multitude and 
he said, 
“ Thousands of thousands.” 
Then he came upon a greater altitude 
of inspiration, and looked off upon it 
again and he said, “ Ten thousand 
times ten thousand.” And then he 
came on a higher mount of inspiration, 
and looked off again and he said, “ A 
hundred and forty and four thousand 
and thousands of thousands.” 
And he 
came on a still greater height of inspi­ 
ration, and he looked off again and ex­ 
claimed, “A great multitude that no 
man can number.” 
Now I ask, how are you going to find 
your friends in such a throng as that ? 
Is not this idea we have been enter­ 
taining after all a falsity ? Is this doc­ 
trine of future recognition of friends in 
heaven a guess, a myth, a whim, or is it a 
granitic foundation upon which the soul 
pierced of all ages may build a glorious 
hope? Intense question. 
Every heart 
in this audience throbs right into it. 
There is in every soul here the tomb of 
at least one dead. 
Tremendous ques­ 
tion. 
It makes the lip quiver, and the 
cheek flush, and the entire nature 
thrill. Shall we know each other there? 
I get letters almost every month ask­ 
ing me to discuss this subject. 
I get a 
letter in a bold, scholarly hand, on 
gilt edged paper, asking me to discuss 
this question, and I say, “Ah, that is a 
curious man, and he wants a curious 
question solved. ” 
But I get another 
letter. 
It is written with a trembling 
hand, and on what seems to be a tom 
out leaf of a book, and here and there 
is the mark of a tear, and I say, “ Oh, 
that is a broken heart, and it wants to 
be comforted.” 


it is TRUK. 
The object of this sermon is to take 
this theory out of the region of surmise 
and speculation into the region of posi­ 
tive certainty. 
People say: “ It would 
be very pleasant if that doctrine were 
true. 
I hope it may be true. 
Perhaps 
it is true. 
I wish it were true.” 
But I 
believe that I can bring an accumula­ 
tion of argument to bear upon this mat­ 
ter which will prove the doctrine of 
future recognition as plainly as that 
there is any heaven at all, and that the 
kiss of reunion at the celestial gate will 
be as certain as the dying kiss at the 
door of the sepulcher. 
Now, when you are going to build a 
ship you must get the right kind of 
timber. 
You lay the keel and make 
the framework of the v ery best mate­ 
rials, the keelso n, stanchio ns, plank 
shear, co unter timber knee, transo ms 
all o f so lid o ak. 
Yo u may build a ship 


(49 %Ttiter materia*, but when the cy­ 
clone comes on it will go down. 
Now 
we may have a great many beautiful 
theories about the future world built 
out of our own fancy, and they may do 
very well as long as we have smooth 
sailing in the world; but when the 
storms of sorrow come upon us and the 
hurricane of death we will be swamped 
—we will be foundered. 
We want a 
theory built out of the solid oak of 
God’s eternal Word. 
The doctrine of 
future recognition is not so often posi­ 
tively stated in the Word of God as 
implied, and you know, my friends, that 
that is, after all, the strongest mode of 
affirmation. Your friend travels in for­ 
eign lands. 
He comes home. He does 
not begin by arguing with you to prove 
that there are such places as London 
and Stockholm and Paris and Dresden 
and Berlin, but his conversation im­ 
plies it. 
And so this Bible does not so 
positively state this theory as, all up 
and down, its chapters take it for 
granted. 
THE BIBLE TAKES IT FOR GRANTED. 
What does my text imply? 
“I shall 
go to him.” What consolation would 
it be to David to go to his child if he 
would not know him? Would David 
have been allowed to record this an­ 
ticipation for the inspection of all ages 
if it were a groundless anticipation? 
We read in the first book of the Bible, 
Abraham died and was gathered to his 
people. 
Jacob died and was gathered 
to his people. 
Moses died and was 
gathered to his people. 
What people? 
Why, their friends, their comrades, 
their old companions. 
Of course it 
means that. 
It cannot mean anything 
else. 
So in the very beginning of the 
Bible four times that is taken for 
granted. 
The whole New Testament 
is an arbor over which this doctrine 
creeps like a luxuriant vine full of the 
purple clusters of consolation. 
James, 
John and Peter followed Christ into 
the mountain. A light falls from heaven 
on that mountain and lifts it into the 
glories of the celestial. 
Christ’s gar 
ments glow and his face shines like the 
sun. 
The door of heaven swings open. 
Two spirits come down and alight on 
that mountain. 
The disciples look at 
them and recognize them as Moses and 
Elias. 
Now if those disciples standing 
on the earth could recognize these two 
spirits who had been for years in heav­ 
en do you tell me that we, with our 
heavenly eyesight, will not be able to 
recognize those who have gone out 
from among us only five, ten, twenty, 
thirty years ago? 
The Bible indicates over and ovei 
again that the angels know each other, 
and then the Bible says that we are tc 
be higher than the angels; and if the 
angels have the power of recognition 
shall not we, who are to be higher than 
they in the next realm, have as good 
eyesight and as good capacity? What 
did Christ mean in liis conversation 
with Mary and Martha when he said, 
“Thy brother shall rise again ?” 
It was 
as much as to say, “ Don’t cry. 
Don’t 
wear yourselves out with this trouble. 
You will see liiin again. 
Thy brother 
shall rise again.” 
A GREAT HOME CIRCLE. 
The Bible describes heaven as a great 
homo circle. Well, now, that would be 
a very queer homo circle where the 
members did not know each other. The 
Bible describes death as a sleep. If we 
know each other before we go to sleep 
shall we not know each other after we 
wake up? Oh, yes. We will know each 
other a great deal better then than 
now, “for now, ” says the apostle, “ we 
see through a glass darkly, but then 
face to face.” 
It will be my purified, 
enthroned and glorified body gazing on 
your purified, enthroned and glorified 
body. 
Now I demand, if you believe the 
Bible, that you take this theory of fut­ 
ure recognition out of the realm oi 
speculation and surmise into the region 
of positive certainty, and no more keep 
saying, “ I hope it is so; I have an idea 
it is so; I guess it is so.” 
Be able to 
say, with all the concentrated energy 
of body, mind and soul, “ I know it 
is so.” 
There are in addition to these Bible 
arguments other reasons why I accept 
this theory. 
In the first place because 
the rejection of it implies the entire 
obliteration of our memory. 
Can it be 
possible that we shall forget forever 
those with whose walk, look, manner 
we have been so long familiar? W^l 
dedth come, and with a sharp, keen 
blade hew away this faculty of mem­ 
ory? Abraham said to Dives, “Son, 
remember.” If the exiled and the lost 
remember, will not the enthroned re­ 
member? 
You know very well that our joy in 
any circumstance is augmented by the 
companionship of our friends. We can­ 
not see a picture with less than four 
eyes, or hear a song with less than four 
ears. 
We want some one beside us with 
whom to exchange glances and sympa­ 
thies ; and I suppose the joy of heaven 
is to be augmented by the fact that we 
are to have our friends with us when 
there rise before us the thrones of the 
blessed, and when there surges up in 
our ears the jubilate of the saved. 
Heaven is not a contraction, it is an 
expansion. 
If I know you here I will 
know you better there. Here I see you 
with only two eyes, but there the soul 
shall have a million eyes. 
It will be 
immortality gazing on immortality— 
ransomed spirit in colloquy with ran­ 
somed spirit — victor beside victor. 
When John Evans, the Scotch minis­ 
ter, was seated in his study his wife 
came in and said to him, “ My dear, do 
you think we will know each other in 
heav en ?” He turned to her and said, 
“ My dear, do y o u think 
we will be big­ 
ger fo o ls in heav en than we are here T 
THE WORLD’S EXPECTANCY AFFIRMS IT. 
Again, I accept this doctrine of fut­ 


ure recognition because the world’s ex­ 
pectancy affirms it. 
In all lands and 
ages tjiis theory is received- 
What 
form of religion planted it? No form 
of religion, for it is received under all 
forms of religion. 
Then, I argue, a 
sentiment, a feeling, an Htericipation. 
universally planted, must have been 
God implanted, and if God implanted 
it is rightfully implanted. 
Socrates 
writes, “ Who would not part with a 
great deal to purchase a meeting with 
Orpheus and Homer? If it be true 
that this is to be the consequence of 
death, I could even be able to die 
often.” 
Among the Danes, when a master 
dies his servant sometimes slays him­ 
self, that he may serve the master in 
the future world. 
Cicero, living before 
Christ’s coming, said, “ Oh, glorious 
day when I shall retire from this low 
and sordid scene, to associate with the 
divine assemblage of departed spirits 
and not only with the one I have just 
now mentioned, but with my dear Cato, 
the best of sons and most faithful o i 
men. 
If I seemed to bear his death 
with fortitude, it was by no means that 
I did not most sensibly feel the loss I 
had sustained. 
It was because I was 
supported by the consoling reflection 
that we could not long be separated.” 
The Norwegian believes it. 
The In­ 
dian believes it. 
The Greenlander be­ 
lieves it. 
The Swiss believe it. 
The 
Turks believe it. 
Under every sky, by 
every river, in every «one, the theory 
is adopted, and so I say a principle 
universally implanted must be God im 
planted, and hence a right belief. 
The 
argument is irresistible. 


INDIVIDUALITY WILL REMAIN. 
Again, I adopt this theory because 
there are features of moral tempera­ 
ment and features of the soul that will 
distinguish us forever. 
How do we 
know each other in this world? Is it 
merely by the color of the eye, or the 
length of the hair, or the facial pro 
portions? Oh, no. 
It is by the dispo 
sition as well, by natural affinity, using 
the word in the very best sense and not 
in the bad sense; and if in the dust oui 
body should perish and lie there for­ 
ever, and there should be no resurrec­ 
tion, still the soul has enough feature? 
and the disposition has enough feature? 
to make us distinguishable. I can under 
stand how in sickness a man will be 
come so delirious that he will not know 
his own friends; but will we be blasted 
with such insufferable 
idiocy that, 
standing beside our best friends for all 
eternity, we will never guess who they 
are? 
Again, I think that one reason why 
we ought to accept this doctrine is be 
cause we never in this world have an 
opportunity to give thanks to those tc 
whom we are spiritually indebted. The 
joy of heaven, we are told, is to be in­ 
augurated by a review of life’s work. 
These Cliristian men and women who 
have been toiling for Christ, have they 
seen the full result of their workr 
Oh, no. 
In the church at Somerville, N. J.. 
John Vredenburgh preached for a great 
many years. 
He felt that liis ministry 
was a failure, although he was a faith­ 
ful minister, preacliing the gospel all 
the time. 
He died, and died amid dis 
courageinents, and went home to God, 
for no one ever doubted that Jolm Vre­ 
denburgh was a good Christian minister. 
A little wiiile after his death there 
came a great awakening In Somerville, 
and one Sabbath 200 souls stood up 
at the Cliristian altar espousing the 
cause of Christ, among them my own 
father and mother. 
And what was pe­ 
culiar in regard to nearly all of those 
200 souls was that they dated their re 
ligious impressions from the ministry 
of Jolm Vredenburgh. 
Will that good 
Cliristian man before the throne oi 
God never meet those souls brought to 
Christ through his 
instrumentality? 
Oh, of course he will know them. 
I 
remember 
one 
Sabbath 
afternoon, 
borne down with the sense of my sins 
and knowing not God, I took up Dodd­ 
ridge’s “ Rise and Progress.” 
Oh, what 
a dark afternoon it was, and I read the 
chapters, and I read the prayers, and I 
tried to make the prayers my own. Oh, 
I must see Philip Doddridge. 
A glori­ 
ous old book he wrote. 
It is out of 
fashion now. 


THEY KNOW EACH OTHER IN HEAVEN. 
There is a mother before the throne 
of God. 
You say her joy is full. Is it ? 
You say there can be no augmentation 
of it. 
Cannot there be? Her son was 
a wanderer and a vagabond on the 
earth when that good mother died, 
lie broke her old heart. 
She died 
leaving him in the wilderness of sin. 
She is before the throne of God now. 
Years pass and that son repents of his 
crimes and gives his heart to God, and 
becomes a useful Christian, and dies 
and enters the gates of heaven. 
You 
tell me that that mother's joy cannot 
be augmented. 
Let them confront 
each other. 
The son and the mother. 
“ Oh, ” she says to the angels of God, 
“rejoice with me. 
The dead is alive 
again and the lost is found. 
Hallelu­ 
jah ! 
I never expected to see this lost 
one come back. ” The Bible says na­ 
tions are to be bora in a day. 
When 
China comes to God will it not know 
Dr. Abeel ? When India comes will it 
not know Dr. John Scudder? When 
the Indians come to God will they not 
know David Br&inard ? 
I see a soul entering heaven at last, 
with covered face at the idea that it 
has done so little for Christ, and feeling 
borne down with unworthiness, and It 
says to kaelf, “ I have no right to be 
here.” A voice from a throne says, 
“Oh, you forget that Sunday school 
class you invited to Christ. 
I was one 
of them.” And another voice says, 
‘Tou fo rget that poor man to who m 
you gav e a lo af o f bread and to ld o f 


the heavenly bread. 
1 was that man.” 
And another one says, “You forget that 
sick 011? tP whom you gave meckgjne 
for the body and the soul. 
I was that 
one.” 
And then Christ, from a throne 
overtopping all the rest, will say, “ Inas­ 
much as ye did it to one of the least of 
these, you did it to me.” And then 
the seraphs will take their harp« from 
the side of the throne and cry, 4 ‘What 
song shall it be ?” And Christ, bending 
over the harpers, shall say, “ It shall be 
the ‘Harvest Home.’ ” 
CONFIRMED IN THIS WORLD. 
One more reason why I am disposed 
to accept this doctrine of future recog­ 
nition is that so many in their last hour 
on earth have confirmed this theory. 
I speak not of persons who have been 
delirious in their last moment and 
knew not what they were about, but of 
persons who died in calmness and pla­ 
cidity, and who were not naturally su­ 
perstitious. Often the glories of heaven 
have struck the dying pillow, and the 
departing man has said he saw and 
heard those who have gone away from 
him. 
How often it is In the dying mo­ 
ments parents see their departed chil­ 
dren and children see their departed 
parents. 
I came down to the banks of 
the Mohawk river. It was evening, and 
I wanted to go over the river, and 
so I waved my hat and 
shouted, 
and after a while I saw some one 
waving on the opposite bank and 
I heard him shout, and the boat 
came across and I got in and was 
transported. 
And so I suppose it will 
be in the evening of our life. 
We will 
come down to the river of death and 
give a signal tes our friends on the other 
shore, and they will give a signal back 
to us, and the boat comes and our de­ 
parted kindred are the oarsmen, tho 
fires of the setting day tingeing the 
top9 of the paddles. 
Oh, have you never sat by such a 
deathbed ? In that hour you hear the 
depan mg soul cry, “ Hark, look!” You 
hearkened and you looked. 
A little 
child pining away because of the death 
of its mother, getting weaker and weak­ 
er every day, was taken into the room 
where liung the picture of her mother. 
She seemed to enjoy looking at it, and 
then she was taken away and after a 
while died. 
In the last moment that 
wan and wasted little one lifted her 
hands, while her face lighted up with 
the glory of the next world, and cried 
out, “ Mother!” You tell me she did 
not see her mother? 
She did. 
So in 
my first settlement at Belleville a plain 
man said to me, “ What do you tliink I 
heard last night? f was in the room 
where one of my neighbors was dying. 
He was a good man, and he said he 
heard the angels of God singing before 
the throne. 
I haven’t much poetry 
about me, but I listened, and I heard 
them, too.” 
Said I, “ I have no doubt 
of it.” 
Why, we ore to be taken up to 
heaven at last by ministering spirits. 
Who are they to be? Souls that went 
up from Madras, or Antioch or Jerusa­ 
lem? Oh, no; our glorified kindred 
are going to troop around us. 


DR. TALMAGE’S IDEA OF nEAVEN. 
Heaven is not a stately, formal place, 
as I sometimes hear it described, a 
very frigidity of splendor, where people 
stand on cold formalities and go around 
about with heavy crowns of gold on 
their heads. 
No, that is not my idea 
of heaven. 
My idea of heaven is more 
like this: You are seated in the evening 
tide by the fireplace, your whole family 
there, or nearly all of them there. 
While you are seated talking and en­ 
joying the evening hour there is a 
knock at the door, and the door opens 
and there comes in a brother that has 
been long absent. 
He has been ab­ 
sent—for years you have not seen him 
—and no sooner do you make up your 
mind that it is certainly he than you 
leap up, and the question is who shall 
give liim the first embrace. 
That is 
my idea of heaven—a great home 
circle, where they are waiting for us. 
Oh, will you not know your mother's 
voice there? She who always called 
you by your first name long after others 
had given you the formal “ Mister?” 
You were never anything but James, 
or John, or George, or Thomas, or 
Mary, or Florence, to her. 
Will you 
not know your child’s voice? She of 
the bright eye, and the ruddy cheek, 
and the quiet step, who came in from 
play and flung herself into your lap a 
very shower of mirth and beauty ? 
Why, the picture is graven in your 
soul. 
It cannot wear out. 
If that 
little one should stand on the other 
side of some heavenly hill and call to 
you you could hear her voice above 
the burst of heaven’s great orchestra. 
Know it? You could not help but 
know it. 
A WONDERFUL ASSURANCE. 
Now I bring you this glorious con­ 
solation of future recognition. 
If you 
could get this theory into your heart it 
would lift a great many shadow’s that 
are stretching across it. 
When I was a 
lad I used to go out to the railroad 
track and put my ear down on the 
track, and I could hear the express 
train rumbling miles away and coming 
on, and today, my friends, if we only 
had faith enough, we could put our ear 
down to the grave of our dead and 
listen, and hear in the distance the 
rambling on of the chariots of resur­ 
rection 
victory. 
O 
heaven, 
sweet 
heaven! 
You do not spell heaven as 
you used to spell it. 
Y^ou used to spell 
it h-e-a-v-e-n—heaven. 
But now when 
you want to spell that word you place 
side by side the faces of the loved ones 
who are gone, and in that irradiation 
of light and love and beauty and jo y 
yo u spell it out as never before in 
songs and hallelujahs. 
Oh, ye whose 
hearts are do wn under the so d o f the 
cemetery , cheer up at the tho ug ht o f 
this reunio n! 
Oh. ho w much y o u will 


nave to te a tnem wiien once you meet 
them! 
How much you have been through 
since you saw 
;hem last. 
On the 
shining shore you will talk it all over. 
The heartaches, the loneliness, the 
sleepless nights, 
the weeping until 
you had no more power to weep, be­ 
cause the heart was withered and dried 
up. 
Story of vacant chair, and empty 
cradle, and little shoe only half worn 
out, never to be worn again, just the 
shape of the foot that once pressed it. 
And dreams when you thought that 
the departed had come back again, and 
the room seemed bright with their 
faces, and yon started up to greet 
them, and in the effort the dream 
broke and you found yourself standing 
amid room in the 
midnight—alone. 
Talking it all over, and then, hand in 
hand, walking up and down in the 
light. 
No sorrow, no tears, no death. 
O heaven, beautiful heaven! 
Heaven, 
where our friends are. 
Heaven, where 
we e x p e c t to be. In the east they take 
a cage of birds and bring it to the 
tomb of the dead, and then they open 
the door of the cage, and the birds, 
flying out, sing. 
And I would today 
bring a cage of Cliristian consolations 
to the grave of your loved ones, and 1 
would open the door and let them fill 
all the air with the music of their 
voices, 
THE FINAL VICTORY. 
Oh, how they bound in, these spirits 
before the throne! 
Some shout with 
gladness, some break forth into un­ 
controllable 
weeping for 
joy, some 
stand speecliless in their shock of de­ 
light. 
They sing, they quiver with 
excessive gladness, they gaze on the 
temples, on the palaces, on the waters, 
on each other. 
They weave their joy 
into garlands, they spring it into tri 
umphal arches, they strike it on tim­ 
brels, and then all the 
loved ones 
gather in a great circle around the 
throne of God—fathers, mothers, broth­ 
ers, sisters, sons and daughters, lovers 
and friends, hand to hand around about 
the throne of God—the circle ever wid­ 
ening—hand to hand, joy to joy, jubi­ 
lee to jubilee, victory to victory, “ un 
til the daybreak and the shadows flee 
away. 
Turn thou, my beloved, and 
be like a roe or a young hart upon the 
mountains of Bother.” 
Oh, how different it is on earth from 
the way it is in heaven when a Chris­ 
tian dies! 
We say, “ Close his eyes.” 
In heaven they say, “ Givehim a palm.” 
On earth we say, ‘ Let liim down in the 
ground.” 
In heaven they say, “ Raise 
liim on a throne.” 
On earth it is. 
“ Farewell, farewell.” 
In heaven it is, 
“Welcome, welcome.” 
And so I see a 
Christian soul coming down the river 
of death, and he steps into the river 
and the water comes to the ankle. 
He 
says, 
“ Lord Jesus, 
is tliis death?” 
“No, ” says Christ, “ this is not death.” 
And he wades still deeper down into 
the waters until the flood comes to the 
knee, and he says, 4‘Lord Jesus, tell 
me, tell me, is this death ?” And Christ 
says, “ No, 110, this is not death. ” And 
he wades still further down until the 
wave comes to the girdle, and the soul 
says, 
“ Lord Jesus, 
is fhis death?” 
“ No, ” says Christ, “this is not.” 
And 
deeper in wades the soul till the billow j 
strikes the lip, and the departing one j

I left home on J une 20rh, and drov e 
to Bridgeport, ten miles southwest of 
Indianapolis, the first day 
The condi­ 
tion ut the crops on that day ’s trav el was 
about the same as it is irom New Salem 
to R ishv iile—corn fine, oats and wheat 
v ery poor. 
The nex t day I went to Man­ 
hattan, Putnam county , and found the 
crops about the sam8 as on the first day . 
0 i toe third day I passed through Terre 
Haute, and crossing 
the 
State 
line 
trav elled about fiv e miles on the Illinois 
side. 
The crops were still about the 
same as I had found on the two day s be­ 
fore. On the fourth day I passed through 
Marshall, Clark county , III., turning 
south and east until I came to the bot­ 
tom lands of the Wabash riv er near Dar­ 
win, going thence south down the riv er 
for about torty miles. 
From that place 
1 found the crop prospects entirely diff 
erent. 
The corn wae high enough to 
bide a man and horse while plowing. 
The wheat was as good as I hav e ev er 
seen in my life any place. 
It will make 
from twenty -fiv e to forty bushels an 
acre. 
Oats were better than I had seen 
before. 
After I crossed the State line, I 
began to find plenty of fruit. 
Apples, 
good prospect; peaches are plenty , and 
all the small fruits are abundant. 
That 
night I arriv ed at Palestine, Crawford 
county , 111., where I remained until the 
28 tb. 
While at that place, I went ov er 
a good deal of the county south and 
southeast finding the wheat still as good 
as that which I had seen on my last 
day ’s trav el. 
On leav ing Palestine, I 
went west to Robinson, the county seat 
of Crawford oouDty ; then northwest 
through that couuty for twenty -fiv e miles; 
then through a part of J asper and Clark 
counties to this place, iu Cumberland 
county —about fifty miles in all. 
Corn 
and wheat were etill good, but oats 
are about like they are at home in Rush 
county . 
Here where I am now apples, 
and in fact all kinds of fruit, are plenty . 
This country is improv ing rapidly . 
I 
shall remain here for Borne time. 
1 will, 
in a few day s, go north into Coles, Shel­ 
by , Moultrie and Douglas counties, and 
will giv e y ou a statement of crop pros­ 
pects in them. 
I am v isiting my sons 
who liv e at this place.
